Gilboa, In Schoharie county, for the 
purposes of the Schoharie reservoir. 
The case has attracted the attention 
not only of every resident in Scho- 
harie county, but of the entire Cats- 
kill range. It arises out of the con- 
ditions-in a deed given by the ances- 
tors of the defendants nearly a hun- 
dred years ago. 


The evidence showed 
that about 


1825, Thomas O'Hara Croswell arid 
Abel Brace, large tanners at Cats- 
kill, 
purchased 
several 
thousand 


acres of land in the towns of Blen- 
heim- and Broome in Schoharie coun- 
ey. . They cut down the hemlocks, 
peeled the bark 
and 
tanned hides 


until they had exhausted the henji- 
locks of the region. Then in 1S36, 
they executed 
to 
Winslow Paige, 


pastor, Barend Stryker and James 
Lewis, elders, and John F. Stryker. 
deacon, constituting the consistory 
of the Reformed Protestant Dutch 
Church of Dies Manor, Gilboa, a plot 
of ground for a church and parson- 
age. 


The deed contained a 
provision 


that it was for the sole purpose of 
keeping thereon a, house for public 
worship, and provided that when a 
house of public worship should cease

the

they conveyed all their reversionary 
interests to other persons.

Alonzo

wealthy residents, of Gilboa. claim-

the award to tbe

church upon the ground that under 
the reversionary clause in (lie deed !

I ory. From this the heirs of Croswell j 


and Brace appealed to the appellate 
division where the case was argued > 
in May of this year.

A seventy-three year old worker 


employed in the Syracuse district In 
the collection of garbage and other 
refuse was killed by a fall from his 
wagon which was struck by an elec- 
tric car at a trolley crossing.
